Washinoton, Oct. 21.— Th« danger 
of trouble between the Uuited States 
uA GfMit Brimln is probahljr more iui- 
mllMDl thau at any time aiiic>' ihe pres- 
entation of the A!al>ni:i;i clauu.s. The 
UiiKlish 8eiitinient is ho Birougly up- 
posed to Venezuela that it would bo 
politically inexpedient for tbe Baliabnry 
goftrnment to yield to the Uuited 
State* if thii (roTerniiiout shonld remain 
firm, while tlie udiiniiisinition, setkiii;^ 
to erase the stuiu of former foreign sab- 
servieucy, nmy be forced into the ag- 
greeaiTe action whicli Mr. Cleveland 
hoped to a%3rt, thoogb getting credit 
for unnsnal firmness in bis statement 
tbat eucrouchuieut8 on Ameriuou terri- 
tory Would be refjarded as an act un- 
fneudly to the United States. 

Ttiat doe,- uot iiecse-isanly meau tliat, 
this yovermneiii. will resist an attempt 
to force reparufiou from Voivezueln. 
The C'oriiitij iuenleuf, where British 
uiariueH lauded upon Americau terri- 
tory, may be used um a pi-eoedeut for tiie 
adiniiiiHtrarioii to permit Brit!.sli eu- 
croachmeius unless there shonld be a 
perniuuent ^eiiuu^j: of territory.

PREVAILING DROUTH. 



It !• th« Mmt Protnngetl Evrr Known In 
tli« (Jnlteil Slate*. 

Wabhinoton. Oct. 31.— Reports re- 
ottived at the weather bureau Indioata 
that the prosent drouth is oue of the 
severest, moat prolonged and general 
known in the United States since the 
bureau's organization. There are a few 
places which sliow an exception to the 
general condition, but in no lar^e .sec- 
tion of tlie country unless, perliaps, in 
the northwest and far west doe.s there 
appear to have been a soaking rain for 
the past two months or more. Where 
there has b<'en exceptional precipitation 
it has been uoufiued to small ureas, lu 
Bonio parts of the country the drouth 
began in the latter part of July, 
but 111 niDSi of the sections it did uot 
become markedly prnuouuueJ u:iiil iu 
August . 

The entire Atlanric coast witli few 
excepticms, such as (Charleston, S. C, 
and Augusta, Ga., show.s a delicienoy 
below the normal rainfall since the first 
of August ainouuiing in some instances 
to almost half of the average precijiita- 
tion. The Ohio and Mississippi valley 
report similar conditious, as does a part 
of the Pacilic coast. The great lake re- 
gion, upon the whole, has fared better 
thau other sections of the county oast 
of the Mississippi. In some parts of the 
Rocky moantain regiou, as in Colorado. 
Wyoming, Utah and Nevada there have 
been excessive rainfalls dnnug this 
period, and along tlie Pacific coast from 
Olyuipiu to tiuu t'r.tiicisco there were 
good rains in September us there have 
been iu places since then iu tiitit sec- 
tion. Farther east, Fort Scott, Ark.. 
Indiauapolis and St. Paul, are the cen- 
ters of districts whei-e the drouth was 
broken in September. There have been 
good rains also in parts of Iowa, Ke- 
braska, Missouri and Kanaai. 

The greateat compla uts come from 
West Virginia, Kentucky and western 
Pennsylvania. FortuuuT«ly iu most 
parts of the oouptry, the drouth did not 
set in until after the principal crops 
were matured, consequent ly the eil'ect 
has not been so d;sastrous as it would 
have been if it ht»<l bei^un earlier, lu 
some places it has had a slight eiTect ou 
the planting of winter wheat, and co.u- 
plaiuts come fi'oiu mauy quarters of t! a 
inconvenience of s('cnri:i<: water tor d >- 
mestic and stock purposes, many siua l 
streams, stock ponds, springs and welU 
haviiiy; becomo dry. Pastures havo 
been injured lu many states. It is also 
noticcatiiu tliat there has been an lu- 
crea.se of typaoid fever over the normal 
iu mauy of the seutious wii'jre tiie 
drouth la a evera.

.\fti r every other attempt to capture 
the insane man bt^fore he should kill 
soi::e one or injure himself had failed, 
sulphnr was burned in the furnace. All 
the registers were closed excepting the 
oue in the room occupied by Merwin. 
In an hour after the sulphur flre was 
st.irted .Merwin, partly overcome tertha 
fumes, laid dowu on his bed and WSa 
secured with but feeble resistance. 

Tilt! aristocratic circle of Woodland 
Park was greatly excited in the morn- 
ing when it became known that Mer- 
win had suddenly gone mad, driven bia 
wife iu terror from their home and waa 
roaming through thehonae, armed wltb 
a revolver and a rifle. Woodland Park 
is fringed with elegant reaidanoea ooon- 
pied by families of wealth and cnltoia 
and the park groanda aarva aa a beantl- 
lawn for all who live within tbe an> 
closure. 

Mr. Merwin, Saturday afternoon, at- 
tended a concert at the Auditorium. 
Mrs. Merwin was ill and did not go. 

When Mr. Merwin returned home 
early in the evening, he complained of 
a pain iu his head. As the evening 

wore on his headache grew worse. H«> 
applied such remedies as were at hand, 
but they did uot relieve him and in the 
middle of the uiglit he suddenly sprang 
from the bed and seizing his rifle, 
chased his wife to tho kitciieii Throw- 
ing up a window, the ternlieit woman 
leapeuto tlie ground, 10 feet below, and 
ran to the residence of .VIn'am Baldwin, 
whero she was cared for. 

The police were iiotitied and three 
men wete sent to the Merwin residence. 
As tliey tried to enter through a rear 
window, .-.evi^ral shots were hred at 
them, calling them burglars and stiying 
he wouUl kill the hrst man coming' up 
the stair--. Friends of Merwin wero 
sent lor and tried tO raaSOtt Wltb blm 
but It vv.l.^ useless. 

lie hn d siiots at the neij^'liboring 
hou-es, breaking windows and causing 
the inmate-, to take refuge in the rear 
rooms. One or two bicycli.sts passing 
by were hreil at, but Merwiu's aim was 
b.id and tliey es -aped with a bad scare. 

The police olitained chloroform and 
S(jiiirte(i into the room with a syringe 
tlirough liie keyhole, but Merwiii waa 
shrewd and threw up the windows, 
thereby neutralizing it. Finally, at 
about 4 o'clock iu the afternoon, sul- 
phur was priM ured and placed in the 
furnace as stated above and Merwin 
having closed the wlndowa again, ba 
was soou overcome. 

The uufortunate man was dressed and 
taken to the detention hospital. 

Merwin was 35 years old. He cams 
to Chicago five years ago from New 
Haven, where lie was reared. Three 
rears ago while in the iron range In tba 
Tennessee m<mntains Merwin waa 
kicked iu the head by a horse and to 
tlie consequent brain injury bla preaenk 
condition is ascribed. a» waa married 
a year and a half ago to a prominent 
young hidy of New Haven, and ia a 
member of the Union Leag^ie and aar- 
end other prominent clubs.

Walmmn otttieett died at 8:90 Satur- 
day night at bis home, 7() West Fourth 
street. The deceased was in every re- 
spect a self-made man. A millionaire at 
the time of his death, he began life a 
poor farmer boy and by his own energy 
and industry accumulated a vast fortune. 

Mr. .Worthington was born in Mason 
County, Kentucky, September 1, 1826, 
the youngest of fourteen children born 
to Tbomaa T. and A. Wbipps Worthing- 
ton, who were among the early aettiera 
of Kentuckv, iiaving loeated in Maaon 
County in 179ti. 

The deoeaaed, from early boyhood, dis- 
played remarkably good business judg- 
ment. He made a success of farming 
and stock raisins, and in 1847 went to 
Scioto County, Ohio, and for ten years 
operated the immense stone quarries 
there with a force of tiOO men. 

Later he came to Covington and spec- 
titated, with the same confidence and 
shrewd mercantile sense, in leaf tobacco, 
and became one of the noted men on the 
Cincinnati markets. He purchaaed a 
two-third interest in the Licking Rolling 
Mill, waa made President, and after put- j 
ting it on a firm foundation retired from 
active business purMuitw. For years, 
however, he remained President of the 
Cincinnati Leaf Tobacco Company. 

In 18');! Mr. Worthington was married j 
to Mi.ss Maria Slack, daughter of Jacob 
A. Slack, and six children were born to 
them, three of whom aorvive— Henry 8., 
Lillie Stewart and Mattie Worthington. 
Mrs. Worthington died in ISti". 

The deceased was a member of the 
Presbyterian Church, a Democrat, hnt 
never allowed his name to be apoken fi r 
pylitical oflice, though often nidged to do 
so. Mr. Worthington had been in very 
poor health for eniin' years. His death 
was due to a complication of disense.H. 

The funeral takes platte on Tnei«day at 
2 p. m. from the family resilience. The 
pallbearers will be J. A. Crawford, of 
Loui.sville; I).
